In his report on nn Improved method
of

_
cleaning the city. Superintendent

llcnry I, Colin, of the Street Cleaning
PejKirtment, suggests to the Adminis-.
trative Bonn! that the city be divided
into six nections. Instead of four, as

was proposed by Commissioner lllrsch-
l>erg, and that the buildings nt the
State Fair Grounds be used only tem¬
porarily as headquarters for the street
cleaning force of the western half of
the city. He points out that it would
l>e dangerous to stable between fifty',
and sixty teams in frame buildings,
and suggests.that brick stables be con¬

structed at some point in the West
Klid.

.In an interview* with a reporter of
The Times-Dispatsh yesterday. Mr. I
Colin said that the Hushing of streets
from fire hydrants had been discon¬
tinued in all the-larger cities on ac¬
count of tin; heavy expense involved,
and that it would be Inadvisable for
Richmond to use this means of keeping
the streets clean.

would be very hard to find temporary
quarters for that number of teams.
However, the above-mentioned placet
could be used temporarily, but 1 would
advise that n brick stable be built for j
"Ur teams doing work in the western
portion of the city.
"As to the division of the force into

four separate and distinct squads,
would suggest and recommend that the
city be divided Into six parts instead i
of the. above-mentioned four parts, with
a foreman over each. I!y so doing more
work could be accomplished and bet-
t<sr results attained.

wnVc hcin.u put tip b\ one <letaehilielit,other men were running through thejllag' signals, and still others were
demonstrating the acetylene gas lan¬
terns used at niirlit and others oper¬
ated the eoinbination telephone and
telegraph fit-Id apparatus.
The dnnee which followed the ilrill

was one of the moat elaborate of the
season.

LABOR OUTIiOOK ' IS BETTER

Many Factories Operating at Capacity
and Some Working Twenty-Four
Hours a Day-.Federal Reserve
Hanks Help.
Trade barriers arc being removed I

one by one and business conditions ire
gradually being adjusted, according
to tlio business forecast and general
letter on trade conditions for the
month of Dccineber, issued by tho
American National Bank, of Richmond.
The next move in the restoration of
confidence and tho oiling of tho wheels
of business, it is predicted, will be Iho
opening: of tho stock and cotton ex¬
changes.
The letter deplores the fact thatbecause of conditions during the pastfew months many American manufac¬turers are not now in a position toaccept orderti which aro being; offeredthem by brokers representing nationsnow at war. It is pointed out that manyorders have been declined because of !the probable Inability of the manu¬facturers to deliver the goods withiit

a specified time. The prediction ismade that no legislation will he pass¬ed at the regular session of Congresswhich will tend to hinder a return tonormal business. the administrationhaving pledged Itself to favor no leg¬islation which could in any way dis¬turb business.

All improvement In conditions intho labor world is already well under¬

way, according to the letter, and Itis freely predicted that from thin time
on the number of unemployed willrapidly decrease. It is pointed outthat increased orders for home con¬sumption, the opening, conversion orequipment of factories for the mak-.ing of goods previously bought in ICu-
rope and the receipt of heavy suppliesfrom the belligerent nations are the
causes which are contributing tho re¬
duction of the number of unemployed.In part the letter says:
"Within a fortnight enough millshave resumed or increased their work¬ing forces to re-employ 20 per cent of

the idle, and it- Is safe to assume that
not more than 25 per cent of the labor
usually employed in the heavy manu-
faeutrlng lines is idle at this writing,with good prospects of the number
being decreased dally. Among those
concerns which have been favored with
heavy orders from the nations at war,
many are operating at full capacityand some working twenty-four hours
a day for the tirst time In their history."Commercially, we have not yet felt
to any extent the great change in
sentiment which has come about dur¬
ing the month, hut the change has
been distinctly felt In financial circles.
The most potent factor in bringing the
improvement was the opening of the
Federal reserve banks find the release
for use in financial operations of hun¬
dreds of millions of dollars In reserve,"The amount released In the New York
banks alone reaching more than S1 ?»?».-
000,000. While it will take a portion
of these reserves to retire the clear¬
ing-house certificates which have been
used between banks, the effect of the
use of the rediscount privilege by the
banks must soon he felt throughout
the busnicss world."

ORPHANAGE DID NOT
BREAK FIRE ESCAPE LAW

Charge Preferred Against Salem Itmtl-
tutlon and Itoauoke College,

In DtiimlHHed.
Because the dormitory of tho Bap-

tl»t Orphanage, at Sr»iom, is only three
stories above ground, officers of that
Institution, who appeared in the May¬
or's Court, Salem, yesterday morning:
to answer tho charge of failure to com¬
ply with tho State flro escape law, de¬
fended tho case successfully. Tho
chargo was dismissed. Tho law re¬
quires fire escapes to bo installed on
all buildings more than three stories
high.
The charge against' Roanoke College

was also dismissed, the s»me defense
being offered. Inspector .f. Bernard
Cilnedlnst, who prosecuted tho cuses
for the State Department of Dabor, con-
'eurted that the structural formation
of the buildings indicated thut each
was a four-story building, but It was
contended by tho defense that they
were but three stories above ground.
The ease of the Roanoke Woman's

College, charged with a llko violation
of the State law, was called, but a con¬
tinuance until January 15 was granted
at the request of the defendant. Con¬
victions were secured In the same court
yesterday by Inspector Cilnedlnst in
tho following cases:
Salem Class Works, violating the

child labor law; lined $25 anil coHts,
amounting to |#.05 imposed upon tho
plaintiff.
Slmler Underselling Company and

Salem ice Cream Corporation, violat¬
ing the law prohibiting the working of
employes more than ten hours a day;
lined 55 each with costs, amounting to
53.05 added.
Salem Foundry and Machine Com-1

pany. violating the semimonthly pay¬
day law; fined $1, with $3.05 costs
added.
The case of tho Camden Iron Works,

charged with violating the semlmonth-
ly payday law, was called and contln-
ucd.
